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Local officials agree 


Cutting CETA would hurt

Local government officials in Char- 

. levoix County say that proposed cuts in 

federal CETA funding could significant- 

ly affect the services they provide to 
area residents. 

Most local officials interviewed think 

CETA programs are helpful and worth- 


while, although it is often difficult to - 


meet CETA requirements for hiring the 
people they would like to hire. 

Under the new more conservative 
Congress and Reagan administration in 
Washington, it appears that CETA Title 
VI (Countercylical Public Service 
Employment) will.be done away with 
and that Title IID (Public Service 
Employment) will be somewhat pared 
down in size. 

Since 1973, when CETA Compre- 
hensive Employment and Training Act) 
was started the area has been the 
recipient of federal funding through this 
act in the form of direct employees for 
public service organizations, on-the- 
job training. 

This report deals most specifically 
with Title IID and Title VI with 
occasional mentions of other programs 
where pertinent. 

Alton M. Shipstead, director of 
Northwest Michigan Manpower Consor- 
tium, which administers CETA in the 10 
county area, including Charlevoix 
County, explained that Title VI would 
be ending by Oct. 1, 1981 and that Title 
IID would be greatly reduced, Title VI, 
which is only a year old, ‘‘will probably . 
become the big one,’” "Shipstead said. 

Title VII is the private industry 
portion of CETA and Shipstead said he 
felt that the ending of the public service 
programs was as it should be—that 
private industry should be playing a 
larger part in the program. When 
private industry trains people, it trains 
for jobs they need filled and trainees 
can more readily move into the job 
market, he said. 

Shipstead went on to say, ‘‘I’m going 
to have to lay off 500 people in the 10 
county region out of the public service 
employment programs in the next 11 
months.’’ Talking to Shipstead about 10 
days after the initial interview ee 
ated that the number had dropped,

because some people had already quit 
their CETA jobs. 

He explained that if he didn’t cut the 
CETA rolls in public service in this 
gtadual manner, then he would have to 
shut down the entire program by March 


for lack of funding. 

Currently there are some 1,044 
persons employed in Titles II and-VI in 
the region, By Oct. 1 all of those 
employed under Title VI will be gone 
and thete should only be about 242 
people left in Title II. 

Shipstead said he viewed the pros- 
pects of the budget cuts proposed by 
Washington as positive actions. Saying 
that he had too much money this last 
year, Shipstead said he felt the cuts 
would make the program more manage- 
able and would return it to its original 
intents. ‘‘The cutback will get us back to 
training,’’ Shipstead said. 

Helen Philips, county coordinator in 
Charlevoix for Titles IID and VI, in- 
dicated that she felt the programs had 
been useful to the community. But, she 
added, ‘‘The intent of alot of these 


' government programs ts wood, bul they 


have been abused so badly."’ 

Asked how realistic she felt the 
training programs had been in actually 
training people for jobs, she said she 
felt that anyone on a CETA program 
had benefited. ‘‘They’ve gained some 
things...skills, confidence...they've ac- 
complished something,’’ Philips said. 

LOCAL VIEWS 

Local officials all seemed to feel that 
CETA had benefited the area in many 
ways and most don’t want to see the 
program cut back. Several did voice the 
opinion that there is always too much 
bureaucracy, so the cuts could be good, 
but they were concerned where these 
dollars saved by the government were 
going to go once they were ‘‘saved from 
CETA.”’ 

Several officials, none of whom 
wanted to be quoted, said that while 
CETA had done a great deal, there were 
times that because of the rules and 
regulations attached to the funding they 
were unable to hire the more qualified 
person for a job. 

Sometimes that individual, while 
unemployed and needing a job, can not 
meet all the CETA requirements. 

One of the more personal comments 
regarding the CETA programs came 
from the city manager of Boyne City, 
Tim Clifton. ‘I'm totally in favor of 
CETA and I think it is a mistake (to cut 
the programs). There’s always been a 
federal manpower program and it’s 
benefited quite a few people,’’ he said. 

Clifton went on to explain that his 
first job in city government was through 
CETA. He was hired eonene a CETA 
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program by the city of Kalamazoo and 
then through the city was able to get his 
graduate school tuition reimbursed. 
‘Because of that, I'm here,’’ Clifton 
said. ‘‘I know of a lot of cases like that.’’ 
Kate Schafer, executive director of 
the Boyne City Chamber of Commerce, 
said that without CETA ‘‘this year we 
wouldn't have accomplished as much. 
We were able to staff the chamber office 
six full days a week."’ In past years, the 
chamber could afford to keep its office 
open five mornings a week. “ 
Schafer indicated that the current 
secretary at the chamber, Joy Rouleau, 
was a CETA employee. Schafer said 
that she was very hard working and 
capable, ‘‘I hope our chamber can 


expand to keep the secretary we have."' 
A CETA work crew also provided free 
labor for extensive building repairs to 
the chamber office this vear. 
At the Boyne City school office, 
Superintendent Rich Kelly said that 
Shelly Cobe. a Title ITD Las ee, ‘isa

tremendous help" as assistant com- 
munity education director. Kelly said 
that they had benefited from CETA but 
that the problem this scar was thal 
because of the budget cutbacks and the 
cutting back of hours of some of the 
regular employees, ‘‘We weren't able 
to rehire teacher aides under CETA."’ 

CETA rules prohibit the replacing of 
regular employces with CETA 
employees and because teachers’ hours 
were cut back, CETA viewed the hiring 
of CETA teacher aides as a 
replacement. 

In Walloon Lake Kay Bills, Melrose 
Township trustee, said she felt that 
CETA had been a great help in 
repairing an old fence, staining the 
township park bath house, and moving 
stones back along the shorcline at the 
park beach. 

‘“‘CETA work was of great benefit to 
the township,’’ Bills said. ‘'We only 
paid for supplies. We couldn't have 
gotten it done as quickly,'’ she went on 
to say. 

Fern Morris, clerk-treasurer for the 
city of East Jordan, said, '‘We've had 
good luck with CETA."' She went on to 
explain that three of the regular street 
crew members started under CETA and 
when their time was up, were kept on by 
the city. 

Morris said the police department has 
a young lady working in the office. ‘'She 
is doing a great job. If funds are 
available, we'll continue (her job,”’ 
Morris said. 

In her own office, Morris explained 
that she had trained three different 
women, including one who is currently 
working. She went on to explain that 
when the first one completed her time

EAST JORDAN - A favorable state 
aid formula may help ease the affects of 
a fourth millage defeat, School Supt. 
Mel Rullman reported to the school 
board Tuesday night. 


Nevertheless, the board decided not 
to fund any winter or spring sports or 
extra-curricular activities. Booster or- 
ganizations have promised to raise 
money to save most of these activities, 
however. 


A ballot proposal for 2.8 mills was 
defeated 633-465 by voters on Monday, 
forcing the extra-curricular cuts. The 
cuts will save the district about $9,900. 


Further cuts of up to seven teaching 
positions, amounting to $64,000, may

By the time he has 
come back to kindergarten, maybe 10 
weeks later, he finds the children still 
remember what they talked about. 

Of course, he says, the teachers 
reinforce the discussion at appropriate 
occasions saying things like, ‘‘Isn't that 
what you and Mr. Crowell were talking 
about?”’ 

But the best reinforcement is the 
practice of values in the home. 
‘‘Teachers are important, but no one 
replaces Mom and Dad from the 
standpoint of learning values,’’ Crowell 
affirms. ‘''The things that stick come 
from the home.’’

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Still, Crowell'’s belief in making a 
point of these values, which may be 
home grown, must make them more a 
part of life when seen also from a school 
perspective. 

This is the second year Crowell has 
been making his morning rounds. With 
his smiling voice he must get a good 
welcome. He says the children’s at- 
titudes have changed. For one thing, 
teachers report there is less cheating. 

And the elementary schoo! children 
now fee! more at ease about going to 
Crowell if they have school problems. 
The seven-through-12 students already 
see him for testing, schedules, and so 
on, so these talks have widened his 
acquaintance with the younger students 
as well as made some ideas a little more 
concrete. 

In order to become certified, guid- 


ance counselors haye to take numerous 
courses in psychology. I asked Crowell 
how much he relied on psychology in 
handling these morning discussions. 

He said he found some good ideas in 
the various schools of psychology, but 
that he also drew from the moral lessons 
in the Bible. Careful of the separation of 
church and state, he said, ‘‘] try to base 
my life on the Bible—although I don’t 
go shooting people down in the class- 
room with Scripture!"’ 

Guidance counseling may be a 
modern invention, but certainly in this 
case at least, it comes from ‘way back!

_Anytime there are large amounts 
of government dollars available, the 

“allocation of those dollars can be a 

"source of controversy. 

. Naturally, the decisions about 

- where the money will go and how 

“much will go to which states will be 
made by politicians who are subject 
to loyalties. 

And the administration of large 
amounts of government dollars. is 
often the source of problems. If 
programs aren’t efficiently 
managed, a relatively smal! amount 
of the dollars will filter down through 
the bureaucracy to the unemployed 
people for whom the programs are 

intended. 

But the idea behind CETA is a 
sound one. If the government is 
going to pay benefits to unemployed 
people, it makes sense to at least 
have those unemployed people 
perform a public service in exchange 
for the money they receive. 

Even better, but much more 
difficult to actually achieve, is the 
idea of using a public employment 
program to train people. (The ‘‘T’’ in 
CETA stands for ‘‘training.’’) If 
unemployed people learn new job 
skills while the government is paying 
them, then they stand a better 
chance of getting a job (and keeping 


CETA, the. federal public employ- 


it) after their CETA funding runs 
out. 

But CETA “programs are. now 
being eyed as something which 
would be easy to cut by the new 
Congress and President who will | 
take office in January.. They are a 
more conservative group than their 
predecessors, arid they were elected 
by voters who wete sending a 
definite ‘‘cut the fat’? message to 
Washington, 


Editorial 

The fate of CETA programs may 
have already been sealed by the 
electorate, but we wonder if the 
electorate really had this type of 
cost-cutting In mind, 

As our front page stories explain, 
most local government officials feel 
the elimination of CETA programs 
would have an adverse impact’ on 
local services. 

Many parks, a Chamber of Com- 
merce building, and an art center in 
our area have been greatly improved 
by CETA work crews. Firewood is 
being provided for low income 
families, Cities and schools hire 
secretaries, recreation directors, 
senior citizen directors, bus drivers, 
and numerous other workers. 

Perhaps these positions are 
needed as badly in some other areas 
of the country, but Michigan's

ployment 
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unemployment i is the highest in the ‘ 
nation. It-is now nearly 13 percent—- 
the highest in 20 years. And unem- 
in Charlevoix County 
usually runs higher than the state 
figure. 

With jobless rates like these, a 
considerable amount of money will 
be paid in unemployment benefits 
anyway. It seems sensible to con- 
tinue to offer unemployed people 
jobs in exchange for their benefit 
checks. \ 

The popular thinking in 
Washington is that private sector 
employment can be increased by 
providing tax and development 
incentives for private industry. This 
will cause a ‘‘trickel-down'’ effect, 
eventually creating more private 
jobs, reducing the need for CETA- 
type jobs which are funded by tax 
money. 

This is an attractive proposition, 
but how well it will work—and how 
quickly—is still a matter of specu- 
lation. In any event, there is no 
doubt that the jobs that trickle down 
to rural areas like Charlevoix 
County, where unemployment is 
extremely high, will be slower in 
coming and fewer in number. 

For this reason, if there are cuts to 
be made, we think it would be wise 
to make them more gradually in 
economically depressed areas such 
as our own.

Complex school problems 
must be addressed in EJ 


The abominable handling of the 


Editor, 

Whatever the outcome of the 
requested millage increase, there are 
other problems plaguing the East 
Jordan school district that must be 
examined and dealt with. 

Community support has eroded, 
employee morale has plummeted to 
uncharted depths, and budget cuts have 

educational programs to 
shambles. 
_ The decline of the East Jordan school 
system didn't ‘‘just happen.”’ Rather, it 
has been the direct result of human 
actions and reactions to changing 
events. 

While poor economic conditions have 
hurt everyone, this alone does not 
explain the severity of the system's 
financial plight. This administration has 
consistently failed to show the planning 
and foresight that competent financial 
\policy requires. Instead, there has been 
only confusion about budget amounts 
and uncertainty about the methods of 


dealing with rising operational costs. 


As inept as this administration has 
proven itself in handling financial 
matters, it has fared even worse in its 
management function of dealing with 
school employees and with the public. 

People who believe in the value of 
education have been frustrated and 
infuriated by the uncooperative attitude 
displayed by this administration. 


People should not be made. to feel 


-that their questions are stupid or that 


their opinions are unimportant and 
unworthy of consideration—this type of 


insulting treatment has only created . 


anger and resentment, and has done 


_ little to win support for the schools.

teacher contract negotiations has 
resulted in an almost total waste of 
time, effort and money, and has created 
bitter feelings that may never be 
entirely forgotten, 

A school system differs significantly 
from a commercial business, and cannot 
be run the same way. Schools deal with 
people, not machine parts, and what 
may look good on paper does not always 
reflect the realities of human behavior. 

A case in point: The decision to hold 
classes on the Friday after Thanks- 
giving. Days lost due to the strike must 
be made up, but to interrupt a 
traditional! holiday weekend for one day 
of schoo] shows a total disregard for the 
feelings of people who may have made 
other plans for their families. 

Yet the board, for whatever motives 
and despite contradictory advice, chose 
to go ahead with a Friday schedule. The 
result was another waste of time, effort, 
and money—too few students attended 
for the day to count for state aid. 

While these criticisms are not 
intended to direct malice toward indi- 
vidual members of the board or the 
superintendent's office—one can only 
sympathize with their plight—the 
regrettable failure to provide a quality 
educational system for East Jordan 
requires a change of personnel as 
quickly as possible. 

If the people of the community are not 
satisfied with the way the school system 
is being run, they have not only the 


right but the responsibility to seek the. 


necessary changes. 
“There must be new lines of com- 
munication established between par- 
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ticipating groups. Secrecy and behind- 
closed-door policies have no place in an 
open school system. 

The counter-productive ‘‘war'' with 
the teachers has to end. A contract— 
containing binding arbitration and a 
salary scale both the teachers and the 
community can live with—must be 
negotiated as quickly as possible. 

The teachers in turn must be willing 
to make the necessary concessions to 
bury the hatchet, forget the wrongs of 
the past and get on with the difficult 
task of educating children. | 

The formula for saving our schools 
should be: A new administration + 
participation + communication + coop- 
eration +. dedication = quality 
education. , 

The problems of the East Jordan 
schools are complex and, many, but with 
the proper attitude and effort they can 
be overcome. 

The recent formation of citizen 
advisory committees, like the KIDS 
group, and an active PTA is a most 
encouraging sign. 

These are the people to whom we 
should look for the qualities of leader- 
ship and initiative that are so desper- 
ately needed on the board of educa- 
tion—individuals who have donated 
their time and efforts, and shown the 
interest and the will to get things done. 

Physical resources may be limited, 
but there is no shortage of human 
potential, There are people in this 
community—parents, teachers, 
principals, and citizens who care—with 


the belief in the value of education, the | 


talent, and the willingness to put forth 
the necessary effort te save our school 
system, 

If there are enough of them, it can 
and will be done. Our schools deserve 


. no less than our best.

There, people were serving fried mush 
for many occasions. 

The minister of our downtown 
Methodist Church in Indianapolis. 
invited anyone who wished to have 
Thanksgiving dinner with his family at 
the parsonage. They were going to 
serve fried mush and give the price of a 
big turkey dinner to the needy, 

One day we were traveling on U.S. -40 
about halfway between Richmond and 
Indianapolis and stopped at a restaur- 
ant for dinner. The only item on their 
menu was fried mush and sausage. We 
. loved it!

_ SPOON BREAD 
1 quart milk 
1 cup yellow corn meal 
1% teaspoons salt 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
4 eggs 

In double boiler or at low heat, heat 
the milk. Stir in corn meal, salt and 
cook, stirring until a thick mush. 

Start oven at 400 degrees, remove 
from heat and add butter. In bow! beat 
eggs until well blended. Slowly stir into 
mush. Pour into well greased 1'4 quart 
casserole. Bake uncovered 50 to 55 
minutes. 

Serve at once with lots of butter as the 
bread for the meal.

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Fit, grip and glide 
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A fun way to travel

The fluid movements of the cross-country skier suggest 
that this sport is one of relative ease and graceful glides. 

However, even though these positions are enviable and 
imitative, don’t be disappointed if you're not transformed 
into a svelte Scandinavian on skis overnight. 

Exercise, Equipment maintenance and proper 
techniques play very important roles in this Nordic style 
sport. 

Julie Cordano, manager of Silent Sports North in 
Charlevoix, says that the camber, composition and width 
of a ski should be examined before a purchase is made. 

A person’s weight, height, skiing experience level and 
the type of terrain that will most often be skied are also 
determining factors for ski selection. 

According to Cordano, the current buying trend is 
toward the newer fiberglass model as opposed to the more 
traditional wood ski because fiberglass offers better glide. 

However, there are some purists who wouldn’t think of 
giving up their wood skis. Personally, I use both models,”’ 
she adds. 

There are several styles of both wooden and fiberglass 
cross-country skis. The backcountry or wilderness ski is for 
traveling in rugged terrain or untracked deep snow. This 
ski is wider for better flotation on the snow. . 

The tour racing ski is designed for the recreational skier 
who wants to participate in fun races. 

A general touring ski is aimed for the person who will ski 


in parks, on golf courses, farmland or other skier’s tracks, . 


Skiing on prepared tracks or groomed trails warrants the 
light touring ski. This ski allows for long trips to be 
accomplished with minimal energy expenditure. 

The camber or flex of a ski is the bow-shaped center, 
which is designed to spread weight over the surface for 
maximum snow grip and glide. Softer flex skis are 
preferred for those who ski less forcibly on the snow. 

To determine the size of the ski that will be right for you, 
raise one arm straight up in the air. 

The pair of skis that come closest to hitting the wrist of 
your up raised arm will generally be the right size for you. 

‘However, if you are particularly light you may want a 
shorter ski. A ski that is too Jong will be harder to control. 
And if a ski is too short you may not attain much speed. 

Cross-country poles are longer than those used in 
downhill skiing. Raise one arm straight out from the body. 


The pair of poles that fit comfortably under your arm will 
be right for you. | 

Once a particular ski is decided upon, the next step is to 
seal the bottom surface of the fiberglass ski with wax for 
moisture protection. 

“If you are using a no-wax ski, then you should use wax 
or paraffin only on the portion of the ski where there is no 
pattern. Wax the glide areas, not the grip or patterned 
portion,’’ Cordano explains. 

‘*Set your iron on a silk or wool heat setting, turn it 
upside down and hold the wax against the iron so that as it 
melts it will dribbie down on to the ski. With a scraper, 
remove the excess wax and then buff up the waxed surface 
with a piece of cork,’’ says Cordano, 

‘This process should be done once or twice a season, 
depending on the amount of use."' 

“If a good ski has been chosen then pine tar should be 
used as a Sealer that will impregnate the surface."’ says 
Cordano. Pine tar should be melted on the bottom of the 
ski with a smali butane torch or an iron. This is a better 
method than painting on the pine tar. No more than 18 
inches should be done at one time. Once the entire surface 
of the ski is covered and the tar no longer bubbles. wipe off 
the excess. . 

Now you have a wood ski that is conditioned and sealed 
against moisture and is ready for a hard wax application. 
The hard wax is applied in the same manner as used for a 
fiberglass ski. Coat the entire surface of the wood and 
fiberglass ski with hard wax uniess you have a non-wax 


- fiberglass ski. 


To achieve the maximum amount of glide action over the 
snow a kicker or temperatured wax is needed. This was 
should be crayoned on the kicker area of the ski and then 
smoothed out with cork. 

‘‘Remember that you can put a warm wax over a colder 
wax when the temperature outside changes. But, never 
puta colder wax over a warm wax,’’ she warns. Colder 
weather requires a harder wax. And though there are 
several brands of waxes, it is advantageous to stay with 
one particular brand.

This helps keep your kick under you.

Thrusting your toot forward will 
help you achieve success on the 
uphills.
